F rederic Leroy Pryor, an 
A m erican student who had been 
held by the Com m unist E ast G er­ 
m ans since he w as arrested in 
E ast 
Berlin 
Aug. 
25. 
He 
was 
liberated 
shortly 
before 
Pow ers 
wras turned over to U.S. authori­ 
ties in Berlin and Abel was re ­ 
leased to E ast G erm an officials. 
A nnouncem ent of the trad e was 
m ade at the White House at 3:19 
a m to a corp of new sm en routed 
out of bed. 
P resident Kennedy had gotten 
the word only a few m inutes be­ 
fore in his White House quarters. 
A U.S. spokesm an iii Berlin said 
about 2Mt hours after the White 
House announcem ent that Pow ers 
had left 
Berlin. 
T here w as no 
word on when the pilot w as due 
back in the United States, but 
Berlin sources indicated he w as 
on his way. 
This was the second release of 
Soviet-held 
U.S. 
fliers 
since 
P resident Kennedy took office. 
At his first presidential news 
conference in Jan u ary 1961, Ken­ 
nedy 
announced the 
release of 
two im prisoned 
RB47 crew m en. 
Capt. John R. McKone of Topeka, 
K an., and Capt. F reem an B. Olm- 
stead, of E lm ira, N Y. 
The fliers had been held captive 
by the R ussians for alm ost seven 
m onths after their reconnaissance 
plane w as shot down over arctic 
w aters July I, 1960.

Hospital Bill 


Payment Seen 


For Elderly 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — A 
Washington official said F r i d a y 
that congressional a p p r o v a l of 
medicare legislation would pave 
the way for full payment of hos­ 
pital bills for more persons over 
age 65. 
Frank Blackburn, Social Secur­ 
ity 
administration 
consultant, 
reviewed provisions of the Ken­ 
nedy-backed 
legislation 
at Gov. 
Michael V. DiSalle’s weekly cab­ 
inet meeting. 
“ Should the bill pass,” he said, 
“ The Social Security adm inistra­ 
tion will be charged with admin­ 
istering and paying the full cost 
of hospitalization.” 
He a s s e r t e d such payments 
would relieve hospitals of consid­ 
erable 
expense 
stemming from 
poor relief payments. Such pay­ 
ments would not include physi­ 
cians’ fees, he stressed. 
Blackburn added that adminis­ 
tration of the program would be 
shared with the various states. 
Commenting on a counter-pro­ 
posal by the American Medical As­ 
sociation, Blackburn asserted that 
Blue Cross organizations in only a 
few states are capable of adin- 
istering the AMA plan. 
DiSalle said he long has en­ 
dorsed the medicare program and 
commended Blackburn, who spent 
his youth in Byesville, Ohio, for 
his explanation.

An outgrowth of the age of nuclear de­ 
velopm ent has been the founding and de­ 
velopm ent of national laboratories financ­ 
ed by the Atomic Energy Commission and 
operated by various universities through­ 
out the United States. 
These cooperative enterprises were de­ 
signed primarily to hasten development 
of two types of nuclear energy; that de­ 
voted to improved weaponry and the init­ 
ial stages of research necessary to make

form available 
to 
peacetim e uses. 
Some of these laboratories date back to 
World War II, but it was in the last five 
years that their growth rates reached a 
proportion 
attracting wide attention not 
only 
from 
Congress whch 
appropriaes 
the funds, but from the AEC and univer­ 
sities as well. 
In round figures, some appreciation of 
the size of the national laboratores is gain­ 
ed by comparing their growth pattern be­ 
tween fiscal years 1956 and 1961. The Los 
Alamos Scientific Laboratory increased 
its contracted budget from $6 to $29 rn i 1- 
lion. the Lawrence Radiation Laboratory

These are the larger university-operat­ 
ed, AEC - financed laboratories. M a n y 
sm aller ones show sim ilar increases. Cer­ 
tain important work areas primarily re­ 
sponsible for this fabulous growth are now 
reaching the tapering-off stage. Research 
on nuclear power reactors, for instance, 
has reached the point of industrial develop­

search. 
Much credit is due the university-AEC 
arrangement as the fastest means of de­ 
veloping a large foundation for research I

denom ination of C hristians in p a r­ 
ticu lar.” 
Lincoln won the election. 
But 
three years earlier it had been a 
different story. He had tried for 
a Whig party nom ination without 
success, and laid at least p art of 
the blam e to religious intolerance. 
Much has been w ritten about 
Lincoln s religious beliefs, and as 
his 
birthday 
roUs 
around 
each 
year a popular pastim e in some 
q u arters is to try to figure out 
w hat 
denom ination 
hp 
belonged 
to 
His own words, however, pro 
vide the 
best insight regarding 
the 
innerm ost 
feelings 
of 
this 
deeply religious man. 
He him self adm itted to being 
superstitious. In 1841 he wrote to 
his friend, Joshua 
F. Speed of 
Louisville, 
Ky., 
“ I 
was 
always 
superstitious. I believe God m ade 
me one of the instrum ents for 
bringing your (wife) and you to­ 
gether. which union 
I have no 
doubt he foreordained.” 


But Lincoln also had a strong 
reliance on p ray er: 
“ I went to m y room and got 
down on my knees in p ray er,” he 
said shortly after the battle of 
G ettysburg. ‘N ever before had I 
prayed with as m uch earnestness. 
I felt that I m ust put all my 
trust 
in 
Almighty 
God 
. . . . 
I 
prayed that he would not let the 
nation perish.” 
And a profound faith in divine 
providence: 
“ If. after e n d e a r in g to do my 
best in the light which (God) af­ 
fords me, I find my efforts fail,” 
he wrote in 1862, "I m ust believe 
that for some purpose unknown 
to m e He wills it otherw ise.” 
P erhaps 
the 
m ost 
revealing 
declaration of Lincoln’s religious 
attitude w as sum m ed up in the 
latter part of his life when he 
said: 
“ I have never united m yself to 
any church because I have found 
difficulty in giving my assent .. . 
to 
the 
long 
com plicated 
sta te ­ 
m ents of C hristian doctrine which 
characterize their articles of be­ 
lief 
“ When any church will inscribe 
over its altar, as its sole qualifi­ 
cation for m em bership, the M as­ 
te r’s condensed statem ent of the 
substance of both law and gospel 
‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul and with all thy mind, 
and thy neighbor as thyself’ that 
church will I join with all my 
heart and with all my soul.”

During 1961, Soviet Russia play­ 
ed an interesting and to an extent 
startling role in the gold m arket. 
While 
some 
Am erican 
bankers 
have perm itted them selves the lux­ 
ury 
of 
denouncing 
the 
signi- 
canoe of gold in the economy of the 
world. gold has nevertheless play­ 
ed a most significant role and toe 
role that Russian gold played was 
not ignored by business in other 
countries. 
The economy of the United Stat­ 
es is based on gold and no m atter 
what efforts are m ade to lessen 
the significance of gold, it stands 
up in the world m arket. The U nit­ 
ed States G overnm ent sought to 
m aintain gold at the official price 
of $35 but gold 
moved 
up and 
down, to a degree due to the ap­ 
pearance cf Russian sales. Thus, 
Russia operated capitalistically in 
the gold m arket. D uring the year 
1961 considerable gold was sold 
through the London m arket, thus 
distributing gold to some of the 
new countries as well as the older 
ones. The gold trade has been con­ 
siderable and London m aintained 
a gold exchange although in the 
United States we attem pts to ig­ 
nore the com modity. 
It is interesting to note that the 
London m arket received 20,804,* 
600 ounces of refined gold from the 
United States: 19,505,950 ounces of 
refined gold from toe Union of 
South Africa: and 5,541.450 ounces 
of refined gold from Soviet Russia. 
The total am ount of refined gold 
th at was im ported into the Lon­ 
don m arket am ounted to 46,710,- 
400 ounces with Soviet Russia in 
the third place. 
This gives Soviet Russia an im ­ 
portant position in the world m ark ­ 
et. The value of the Russian ex­ 
port into the British m arket was 
close to $200,000,000, which gives 
Russia an 
enorm ous purchasing 
power in 
the W estern 
m arkets. 
This export of gold to London can­ 
not be exclusive: there m ust have 
been an export to Zurich and Am­ 
sterdam . 
It is this gold which has m ade it 
possible for Soviet Russia to buy 
steel pipe which will become in­ 
creasingly significant as the Russ­ 
ians build pipe lines to c a rn ' oil 
into Central and W estern Europe. 
This 
is 
likely to develop 
into 
a very im portant business in which 
A m erican firm s are engagd. 
It is im possible to understand 
the politics of the w'orld without 
a thorough m astery of its econo­ 
m ics. Russia is utilizing capitalist 
methods everyw here. What the So­ 
viet Universal State 
presents now 
is a 
capitalist 
com petitor 
with 
W estern countries, battling for the 
rich m arkets of C entral and W est­ 
ern Europe, as well as the Am eri­ 
can m arkets from Canada to the 
Argentine. 
It is 
this 
econom ic 
realism 
which affects the 
position 
n o t 
only of money but of goods and 
the power of Soviet Russia must 
be m easured in term s of economic 
distribution, particularly the dis­ 
to r tio n of gold. It is to be adm itt­ 
ed that there are m any Com m un­ 
ists of im portance, like Suzlov who 
regard K hrushchev’s neo-capital­ 
ism 
as 
dangerous 
because 
it 
can lessen the significance of Marx 
ism There will be a great quarrel 
in Russia over this question of 
co-existence, 
Those 
who 
ignore 
the 
signif­ 
icance of gold in the world m ar­ 
ks^ only create confusion. T h e y 
are as confused in their thinking 
as those who believe that it is pos­ 
sible to ignore tariffs, while ta r ­ 
iffs exist. The question m ust arise 
as to whether Russia will dump 
gold 
into W estern 
m arkets 
at 
prices whieh will drive the price 
of gold below $35, thus im poverish­ 
ing the United States and all W est­ 
ern countries by running down the 
price of currency which interna­ 


tionally is determ ined by the value 
of gold. R ussia’s production may 
be priced politically rath e r than 
econom ically. 
Those who believe th a t Soviet 
Russia seeks to destroy the cap­ 
italist world by force and violence 
do not understand the world in 
which they live. More can be done 
with gold than with violence; more 
can be done with the erection of 
steel mills, using A m erican m on­ 
ey for that purpose, than by agi­ 
tational efforts in toe United States. 
Soviet Russia is using every cap­ 
italist tool for the destruction of 
capitalism as a m ethod, including

Just as furniture and accessories ; 
are traditional or m odern, so can j 
their arrangem ent in a room be 
traditional or m odern. The most 
tim e-honored antique can have the 
fashionable look of yesterday to 
take on the appearance of today. 
The 
difference 
is 
most 
often 
found in the fact that a traditional 
setting usually seeks to achieve 
com plete regularity throughout the 
room, w hereas the m o d e r n idea 
is to use sm all, irregularly balanc­ 
ed groupings within the decorating 
schem e. 
M irrors, for exam ple, instead of 
custom arily hanging in isolation 
ovor a sofa or buffet, are given a 
m odern touch by placing them at 
one end of the furniture piece, then 
restoring t h e balance by some 
m ore-or less equal m ass on the op­ 
posite end. It can be pictures or 
plaques on the wall itself, a floor 
lam p or side table topped with 
books or a vase of flowers.

than 130.000 ADC (aid to depen­ 
dent children) cases wore report­ 
ed in the state last year. 
She said it was a concensus 
of welfare workers that an ade- 
quate and efficient staff would 
help to elim inate at least part of 


ADC cases through education of 
the parents and working directly 
with families. 
Miss Roese added that this re ­ 
m edy particularly applies to Pick­ 
aw ay County since nearly all re ­ 
lief cases here fall into the “ un­ 
educated and unskilled persons” 
category.
